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ABSTRACT 

Recent studies have reported that private schools 
surpass public schools on numerous educational outcome measures. 
Analysts have suggested that differences between teachers in public 
and private schools partly account for the measured success of 
private schools. This report investigates these differences in terms 
of teacher time allocation patterns. Specifically, the report asks if 
public school teachers spend more or less time than private school 
teachers in classroom teaching, planning and evaluation, 
extracurricular supervision, or other student-related activities. The 
report also examines whether differences in teachers' time allocation 
depend upon demographic, educational, or teaching experience factors, 
or on school characteristics such as school size or regional 
location. The study analyzed data from "The Public School Survey of 
1984-85' and "The 1985-86 National Survey of Private Schools," using 
descriptive analysis and multiple regression techniques. The typical 
full-time teacher spends approximately 50 hours weekly on classroom 
and nonclassroom school-related activities, with roughly one-half of 
this time spent in the classroom. The remaining 25 hours are 
distributed across the other activity cate^jories, with the largest 
proportion (60 percent), allocated to planning and evaluation 
activities. For all teachers, there are no significant differences in 
time usage between public and private school teachers among the 
activity categories shown. Within each instructional level, some 
public-private differences do emerge. These and other results are 
summarized and displayed in numerous tables and appendices. (MLH)

Introduction 

Recent studies comparing public and private schools have reported that private 
schools surpass public schools on a number of educational outcome measures.^ 
Since teachers are among the mo^e important educational resources, analysts have 
suggested that differences between teachers in public and private schools account in 
part for the relative measured success of pri^te schools; This report investigates 
the differ^nc^ between pid>Iic and private school teasers in terms of how teachers 
spend their time. It builds on the analysis in a previous NCES report comparing 
the characterikics of p^blic and private school teachers.^ That report demonstrated 
that teachers from these two types of schools differ demographically and education- 
ally; with private schools havii^ a higher proportion of teachers who are female, 
white, have bachelor degrees only, and are younger, in average age than public 
school teachers. 

We continue this comparison of public and private school teachers by inves- 
tigating \dietiser teachers from the two types of institutions allocate Uieir time in 
different ways* In particular, this report addresses the following questions: 

L Do public school teachers spend more or less tine than private school 
teachers in' classroom teaching, planning and evaluation^ or any other work- 
related activity? 

2. Do differences m public and private school teachers* allocation of time 
depend upon demographic, educational, or teaching experience factors, or 
on school-level characteristics- such as school size or region of the country? 

To answer these questions, we compare patterns of tune allocation^ both inside 
and outside of the classroom, by teachers in private and public schools* The data 
wc analyze are derived from tiie 1984^ Public School Survey and tiie 1985-86 
Survey of Private Schools, conducted by the National Center for Education Statis- 
tics. In botii surveys, teachers were asked the same questions concerning the 
amount of time they spent durmg the previous week in each of a variety of separate 
activities, botii during and outside of required school hours/

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To simplify the analysis and presentation, we grouped the separate time-use 
activities from the survey instrument into five primary groups, which are sum- 
marized in the list above. In this report, time spent in classroom tearliin'y includes

Our cxanunatioa of the, data begins with descriptive comparisons of time-use 
patterns both by pubhc and private school tcadiers overafl finduding time spent 
during required and noorequired teadiing hours), and at tiie elementary and 
secondary levels. We find remarkably few differences in time aUocation between 
pubbc and pnwte tcadiers. This congruence between private and pubKc sdiool 
Wi nf ? patterns is present not only at a broad level, but even at tiie

In the second stage of tiie analysis, we compare pubKc and private sdiool 
teadier time-use patterns for teadiers witii given diaracteristics (sex, race, cx- 
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pcricncc, or education), m particular types of institutions (large or small schools, 
Catholic or other rel^ous schools), or in speciSc regions of the country* Here we 
find that important d^erences exist for certain types of teachers or for teachers in 
certain types of schools* 

The descriptive analysis, though, can only compare differences m teacher time 
allocation disag^egated by a few categories* For example, we can compare large 
schools and small schools, or older teachers with younger teachers on the differen- 
ces in the amount of time that public school and private sdiool $econdary*level 
teachers engage in planning and evaluation activities during required school hours. 
Analysis at a greater level of detaU is impractical because of . the large number of 
possible groupii^ps, as well as the successive reductions in the sample size when the 
data are maeasm^ oisaggregated; To better understand the effects of each 
characteristic on time use, then, we present a series of multiple regression equations 
in the third section.qf this report These equations aid our analysis of the impact of 
each background characteristic, taken alone, on time usage for each group of 
teachers* 

O^/cjall Comparisons of Time-Use Patterns^ 

The ^ical ftiU*time teacher spends appronmately 50 hours per week on 
dassroom ^d nond^ussroom schpol-rplated activiti^ with rou^y one*half of this 
time spent in (he classroom ^able 1)*^ The remaining 25 hours are distributed 
aaoss the othe^* activity, ditegcries w^ the largest proportion (60 percent) of non- 
classroom time spent on planning and evaluation activities.^ For sdl teachers, there 
are no statistically significant differences in time usage between public and private 
teachers among the activity categories shown*' Indeed, the similarity between public 
and private school teacher time allocation patterns is striking. 

On the other hand, the data mdtcate that the amount of time spent m certain 
categories of activity may differ between public and private school elementary 
teachers and between public and private school secondary teachers, even though

paper, we will report differences that are not only statistically significant, but of

there IS little difference between total public and private time expenditure at these 
levels of mstrucuon.' Table 1 reveals that sccondaiy school teachers spend approjd- 
mately three more total hours on school related activities per week than do elemen- 
tary school teachers, although each secondary school teacher spends, on average 
•ess time m the classroom, and more time on each of the other activities, cspcdallY 
on cxtracumcular activities. These differences are not surprising, since elementary 
school teachers have different responsibilities from secondary school teachers For 
instance, elementary schciol teachers would be expected to spend less time supervis- 
ing ertracumcular activities than secondary school teachers, because after-school 
activities-sports and dubs-constitute a much more important part of school life for 
secondary school students. Consequeritfy, we will focus our attention separately on 
elementary and secondary level teachers tiiroughout tiie remainder of tiie text. 

Private versus Public School Teacher Dlfletvnces In Time Use 

Witiik each instructional level, some interesting pubKc-private differences do 
emerge. The average private, secondary sdiool teadier spends 13 hours more per 
week (about 16 mmutts more pcr,day) engaged in planning and evaluation tiian 
pubhc sdiool teadiers (see Table 1). Compared to pubHc school secondary 
teachere, pnvate school secondary teachers also spend 13 hours more in tiie 
remainmg categories of activity-extracurricular supervision and otiier activities It 
is unportant to note tiiat, for secondary-level private sdiool teadiers, hours spent on 
these kmds of activiUes appear to come at tiie expense of time engaged in dass- 
toom teaching. Compared to pubhc sdiool teadiers, private sdiool teadiers spend 
2.6 hours less time, or about one half hour less per day on dassroom teadiing In

Analysis of PubUc/Private Time Anocation in Detailed Activities 

When focusing on the more detailed activity classifications within each of these 
categories, arc there differences in public and private teachers* allocation of time? 
At the secondary level, the most striking finding is that private school secondary

teachers spend, on average (combining in- and out-of-school time), 1.4 hours more 
per week (or 15 minutes more per day) than public school secondary teachers 
engaged in student monitoring or in various other administrative activities (Table 2) 
Overall, however, this additional level of detail docs not uncover much more m the

Comparison of Hme Allocation During and Outside of Required Hours 



Teachers work at school-related activities both during required school hours 
(in-school time), and outside of rcqmred hours (out-of-schoo.\ time). It is par- 
ticularly interesting to note that there are so few differences between public and 
private school teachers' time use outside of required hours (Tabic 3). The greatest

variation appears m the planning and evaluation category, where private school 
secondary teachers spend an hour more per week than public school teachers 
outside of required school hours, mostly reviewing and grading student work and * 
preparing for class. 

Table 3 also shows that public elementary school teachers spend nearly 1^ 
hours more per week on planning and evaluation activities during required school 
hours than private elementary school teachers do. It appears that a large propor- 
tion of this planning and evaluation time is compensate for during non-required 
hours by private elementary school teachers, who spend nearly one hour more a 
week on this category of actixdty than public «lementary level teachers do. 
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Analysis of Time Allocation by Teacher and School Characteristics 



Although patterns of teacher time usage do not vary overall between public and 
private school teachers, they may vary for groups with different demographic and 
personal characteristics and by differences in school size or location. An earlier 
report showed that, compared to private school teachers, public school teachers are 
more Ukchf to be older, minority, and male. In addition, a higher proportion of 
public school teachers earned BAs in education and hold masters degrees than 
private school teachers." (Appendix Table 5 repeats these comparative data from 
that report^ It is possible that disaggregating the data on time usage by teachers' 
demographic and personal characteristics may disclose additional differences in the 
ways in which public and private school teachers spend their time. In particular, by 
narrowing our focus to subsets of teachers with similar characteristics, differences in 
time usage patterns may emerge.

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Tabic 4, which focuses on fuB^timc elementary teachers disaggregated by 
pcreonal and demographic characteristics, shows similar patterns of tSe use bv 
pubhc and pnvatc elementary school teachers. The table shows that female 
e^cmenlary teadicrs m public schools spend an hour more per week in planning and 
evaluation aOmties than female private eleiCftntary school teachers, but that males 
m pnvatc apd pubhc elementary schools spend ^ual amounts of time engaged in 
tnese activities* ^

In general, differences in how public and private school teachc^i allocate their 
time depend oh a variety of factors working together differences in teacher 
characteristics, differences m school characteristics, and differences in instructional 
level Consequently, in the next section of this bulletin we employ multiple regres- 
sion analysis to hold these several factors constant while measuring differences in 
the amount of time public and private school teachers spend overall and on each of 
the three primary activities-direct instruction, planning and evaluation, and extra- 
curricular supervision. 

Multivariate Analysis 

Here we consider the results of multiple regression equations, m which the 
number of hours spent on an activity (the dependent variable) is a linear function of 
a variety of factors (or independent variables) ahready seen to be related to time 
use. The independent variables we anafyze here mdude: 

0 the teacher's years of mstructional experience, 
0 the race and ethnicity of the teacher,

We report the estonates from three separate regression equations, each with a * 
diflfcrent dependent variable- The dependent variables are the three main cate- 
gones of teacher activity: 

o hours spent in classroom teaching, 
, o hours eo^ed in planning and evaluation activities, and 
o hours partidpidng in extracurricular supervision. 

Also, we estimate separate sets of multiple linear regression equations for clemen- 
tary and secondary school teachers.

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Table 6 summarizes the multiple regression equations derived from elementary 
teacher data.^ The results indicate that, on average, taking account of all the other 
factors (the size of the teacher's school; his or her education level, race, sex, and 
years of experience), private school teachers do not differ significantly from public 
school teachers in the amount of time that they allocate weekly to any of the three 
acti^ty categories. When ^.ve estimate the regression equations with additional 
detail regarding the type of private school, the same results hold: private school 
teachers at i particular type of school do not differ significandy from public school 
teachers. 

Other results summarized in Table 6 indicate that, i?^en all other variables are 
held constant, there are significant differences attributed to educational level, to 
gender, and to teaching e9q)erience. Elementary teachers with postgraduate degrees 
contribute more time to extracurricular supervision than do other elementary 
teachers (03 hours more). Female teachers devote more time to planning and 
evaluation (L8 hours more), but less time to extracurricular supervision (2.5 hours 
less). Finally, more experienced teachers spend^more time in the classroom (0.4 
hours more for each additional 10 years of experience) and in planning and eval- 
uation (also, 0.4 hours per week for each 10 years), but less time in extracurricular 
supervision (0.4 hours less per week for each 10; years of e?q>erience). 

Multiple regression were . also estimated on secondary school data. Table 7 
reveals a considerable gap between private and public school teachers in terms of 
how much time they spend in the classroom. The results indicate that the average 
private, secondary school teadber spends significantly less time in classroom 
acthdties (3 hours less per week) than public school teachers with the same charac- 
teristics. In particiilar, the difference between Catholic school teachers and public 
school teachers is significant on this variable. (2.7 hours less per week for Catholic 
school teachers). 

Teachers at the other two types of secondary private schools also spend less 
time m the classroom than their public school counterparts, but the differences were 
not significant. The low contribution of teacher time to classroom activities in the 
private secondary schools can result from the fact that these teachers may be 
spending less time with disciplinary problems, or tbsX private secondary schools are 
more likely to follow collegiate instructional schedules, with shorter class periods. 

Other results reported in Table 7 indicate that secondary school teachers in 
large schools, comps^ to average-sized schools, spend 13 hours less per week in 
the dassroom, but 1.4 hours engaged in planning and evaluation activities. The 
multiple regressions also show thatfemale secondary school teachers spend 1.4 
hours per week more than made teachers in planning and evaluation activities. The 
fewer hours devoted to extracurricular activities may be expected, since fewer 
female teachers are involved in coaching sports activities and advising varsity sports 
competitions, but the additional hours that female teachers devote to planning and 
evaluation are not so readily explained. Likewise, the fewer hours that white, non- 



The multiple regression results reported in Table 6 and Table 7 are summarized 
from the .complete regression equations included as Appendix Tables B-1 and B-2 and 
Appcndcc Tables B-5 and B-6, respectively It is important to note that, although the 
multiple R-Square terms (the proportion of the total variance in the dependent variable 
explained by the regression equation) for all the regression equations' reported in 
Appendix Tables B-1 through B-8 are low, the F-statistics for these equations are 
statistically significant at p < .OOl.

Summaiy and Suggestions for Further Study 



The purpose of this report is to address the overall research question of 
wheUier teachers from private and pubUc schooU spend their time in the various 
teachmg-related activities m different ways. We found, first of alL that there is a 
stnbng smulanty between public and private school teachers in terms of time 
allocition patterns and overall time put in to their jobs. With few exceptions, these 
similinties transcend differences m school affiliation (religious or othemtise) and 
size, ieacAer age, experience, traming, gender, and race; Where differences did 
emerge throuj^ bivanate and multivariate analysis; they were on the order of a few 
hours per week at most 

From any reasonable perspective, it is highly unlikely that these small dif- 
ferences could be responsible for the differences in educational outcomes between 
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private and public schools, such as those found by James Coleman*'^ Consequently, 
if researchers and poli^akers remain convinced that differences in student 
outcomes between private and public schools are due, in important ways, to 
differences m teacher behavior, other tyjpes of studies need to be conducted. In 
particular, since differetuces b teadiertime allocation patterns are mar^nal, even at 
very detaOed levels^ of investigatidn, researchers will have to develop different 
approaches:to examining teadier l^ehavion For example, it might be pos^le, 
through intensivt edm studyjmd classroom c^rvation, to determine that

dassrdbm instruction, or during planning and c'valuation activities* Moreover, 
addidpnid detail 6 and quality of the teachef-da^-student inter- 

relationships and on tea(£ef<bnten^ interactions mig^t be coQected Even m terms 
of teacher time allocation anafyds, items investigating the amount of time teiachers 
spend disdplining students, which are of significant interest, were not included in

The regression analyses were conducted on a merged public and private 
teacher sample of 12,535 cases; each case had to be linked to school-level data and 
have an elementary or secondary teaching level code. All categorical variables (e.g., 
re^on) were treated as *'dumm/' variables, that is, they were recoded as either zero 
or one.
